Massive grow 
proposed for 
Manila mill

MANILA — A company has submitted applications 
to build a gigantic cannabis farm with three-story-tall 
buildings at the former Sierra Pacific Industries mill in 
Manila. 

Humboldt Bay Company LLC hopes to develop the 
site with 6.7 acres of buildings for growing cannabis 
along with buildings for volatile and non-volatile manu- 
facturing, testing, trimming, packaging and distribution. 
The operation would have as many as 163 employees and 
would be in operation seven days a week. 

Humboldt Bay Company LLC, based in Los Alamitos 
in Orange County, Calif, hopes to begin construction in 
the coming year. 

But before it does so, it will need to obtain a condi- 
tional use permit from the County of Humboldt and a 
Coastal Development Permit from the California Coastal 
Commission. 

The buildings 

The old mill, which closed in 2016, has several dilapi- 
dated buildings covered in graffiti. 

The cannabis operation would drastically change the 
site’s appearance, with several three-story-tall buildings, 
new fencing and new gates. 

Buildings facing State Route 255 would feature “green 
facades,” with native plants growing vertically on the 
sides of buildings.

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City to reformulate rental 
unit inspection program

ARCATA — Though poised for possible adoption at 
last week’s City Council meeting, Arcata’s proposed Res- 
idential Rental Inspection Program (RRIP) was deemed 
a bit undercooked by the councilmembers, and was sent 
back for further retooling by staff. 

The program has received stern pushback by property 
owners and rental managers during recent public hear- 
ings, who have described is as onerous, meddlesome and 
counterproductive. 

According to a staff report, the fee-based Residential 
Rental Inspection Program is intended to address sub- 
standard, long-term rental properties, promote greater 
compliance with health and safety standards, and pre- 
serve the quality of Arcata’s neighborhoods and available 
housing. As presently formulated, the program attempts 
to achieve compliance for health, safety and welfare code 
violations in/on residential rental properties that are a 
threat to the occupants’ safety, a threat to the structur- 
al integrity of the building and a negative impact on the 
surrounding neighborhoods. 

Councilmember Sarah Schaefer listed a host of con- 
cerns she had with the nascent program. She saw some 
aspects as improperly penalizing tenants for poor con- 
ditions rather than landlords, and wanted more tenant 
protections. Schaefer suggested formation of a diverse 
working group to build a more durable program. 

“I don’t feel comfortable moving forward on this to- 
night without more outreach,” she said. 

Councilmember Meredith Matthews wanted more in- 
put from landlords, plus creation of a comprehensive task 
force, and Vice Mayor Emily Grace Goldstein agreed. 

Mayor Stacy Atkins-Salazar said a better program 
would gain broader buy-in, and urged staff to create “an 
ordinance that is more widely supported.”

Continued Goldstein, “This last 
week, information came to light re- 
garding alleged behaviors of Coun- 
cilmember Watson that negatively 
affected the city and some of its staff 
members. It is our responsibility now 
to protect the well being of our em- 
ployees and the ability of our city to 
run smoothly.” 

She said the council action was 
based on “a body of evidence,” and 
that Watson had been made aware of 
her position on the matter and the in- 
tention to hold a vote of no confidence. 

“I do not take this decision lightly,” 
Goldstein said, adding that “the city 
will address the alleged actions in a 
confidential manner.” 

With Watson’s empty seat flanked 
by two councilmembers on each side, 
the four then took a vote, and unan- 
imously passed the no confidence 
measure. 

“Vice Mayor Goldstein summed up 
the situation quite well,” said Mayor 
Atkins-Salazar. She said the action 
was consistent with the council’s duty 
to ensure smooth operation of the 
city. “To reiterate, this was not taken 
lightly,” she said. 

Watson has not yet responded to 
inquiries. The City Council recently 
held a closed session regarding antic- 
ipated litigation which could be relat- 
ed to his situation. An investigation is 
apparently underway, and more de- 
tails are expected to be forthcoming. 


Were he to resign, Watson’s re- 
placement could be selected via an- 
other candidate forum, as was held 
last July to select Matthews as a re- 
placement for resigned former Coun- 
cilmember Sofia Pereria. Or the city 
could hold a costly special election, 
though the council would likely select 
the least expensive option. 

Watson’s troubles started with his 
August arrest for driving under the 
influence. It later came to light that 
he was in possession of cocaine at the 
time. He ultimately pleaded guilty to 
reduced charges and received a pen- 
alty package which included a fine, 
diversion and counseling. 

The rest of the council supported 
Watson through that crisis, which 
was apparently unrelated to the most 
recent revelations of alleged wrong- 
doing. Watson has served four years 
on the council, having first been ap- 
pointed to replace resigned Coun- 
cilmember Mark Wheetley in 2017, 
then elected to the council in 2019. 

Contacted afterward, Goldstein, 
who initiated the no confidence vote, 
declined to elaborate on the nature 
of the allegations against Watson, as 
did the other councilmembers. But 
they underlined their commitment to 
doing their duty on behalf of citizens 
and the city. 

“I was elected to serve the City of 
Arcata and that is and has been my 
top priority,” said Mayor Atkins-Sala- 
zar. “The actions taken last night were 


necessary for us to be able to move 
forward productively as a council, 
and they were not taken lightly.” 

Councilmember Sarah Schaefer 
expressed dismay that Watson didn’t 
participate in rectifying the situation. 
“I was shocked and disappointed that 
Brett had not taken the responsibility 
to the public to make a statement or 
appear at the meeting,” she said. 

Watson in treatment center 

Watson didn’t attend because he 
is undergoing therapy for depression. 

In a press release issued Friday 
night, Oct. 22, City Councilmember 
Brett Watson issued a statement re- 
garding his council status. 

The statement claims that he 
stepped down as mayor of Arcata on 
Oct. 11, though the rest of the council 
formally stripped him of that position 
in last week’s special meeting. 

Watson’s statement 

Arcata, CA, October 22, 2021 — 
Over the last 4 years I’ve worked 
very hard to serve the people of Ar- 
cata and it’s been the greatest honor 
of my life. On Monday October 11th, 
I informed the City Council and staff 
I would be stepping down as Mayor 
and entering a 30 day residential re- 
habilitation program to focus on de- 
pression and personal issues. My goal 
is to get myself better before making 
any decisions on how I can continue 
to best serve my community. I’m very 
grateful for the outpouring of sup- 
port I’ve received and I’ll inform the 
community of my decision as soon as 
possible.”

The mixed-light green- 
houses would cover about 
1.3 acres.

LLC’s “Operations Manu- 
al,” which was submitted as 
part of its application to the 
county. 

The greenhouses would 
be fully automated, with au- 
tomatic black-out tarps and 
drip irrigation systems.

“Indoor cultivation will 
be located inside a struc- 
ture, allowing for no light to 
escape,” states the Opera- 
tions Plan. “The mixed-light 
cultivation areas, which 
will use supplemental light- 
ing, will be enclosed in au- 
tomated greenhouses to

Water use 

The Manila Community 
Services District Board of 
Directors reviewed the ap- 
plication at its Oct. 21 meet- 
ing, 

“Our interest begins and 
ends with water and waste- 
water,” said Manila CSD 
Manger Chris Drop. 

The district provided wa- 
ter and sewer service to the 
Sierra Pacific Mill before it 
closed in 2016. 

The cannabis grow is 
expected to use 16 million 
gallons of water a year, a 
23 percent increase for the 
Manila district, which buys 
water from the Humboldt 
Bay Municipal Water Dis- 
trict, the region’s wholesale 
supplier. 

With the grow expected 
to employ from 131 to 163 
employees, this is the resi- 
dential equivalent of 37 to 
46 single-family residences. 

The grow operation will 


water and may include a 
100,000-gallon rain catch- 
ment system. About 50 per- 
cent of the irrigation water 
will be recycled from the op- 
eration’s dehumidifiers. 

The Manila CSD will fur- 
ther discuss how much it 
will charge the company for 
water and sewer service at 
an upcoming meeting.

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“Sharp decline’ in county vaccinations

HUMBOLDT - As more Hum- 
boldt County residents get booster 
COVID-19 vaccine doses, the coun- 
ty’s health director has reported 
that the number of people getting 
first and second doses has dropped 
sharply. 

In an Oct. 14 written report to the 
Board of Supervisors, Health Offi- 
cer Dr. Ian Hoffman reported that 
booster shots for those whose second 
dose of Pfizer vaccine was gotten at 
least six months ago have increased. 

But as boosters are sought to off- 
set waning vaccine effectiveness, 
fewer people are seeking initial and 
follow-up vaccinations. 

“Unfortunately, we have also seen 
a sharp decline in first and second 
doses in that same time,” Hoffman 
said, referring to the time follow- 
ing emergency authorization for the 
Pfizer boosters. 

He added that it’s “imperative” to 
increase the percentage of fully vac- 
cinated county residents. As of last 
week, it stood at 58 percent. 

Vaccination is getting more com- 
plicated. At this point Pfizer boost- 
ers are only recommended for some 
groups, mainly older people and 
those with medical conditions. 

Moderna boosters have also been 
cleared under the same conditions as 
those for Pfizer. 


Federal approval was gained last 
week for using Moderna or Pfiz- 
er shots as boosters for Johnson & 
Johnson for all adults. Although it 
performed similarly to the Pfizer and 
Moderna vaccines in clinical trials, 
the J&J vaccine’s effectiveness is be- 
lieved to wane after only two months. 

The potency span of booster doses 
is uncertain. Hoffman emphasized 
the importance of increasing the 
county’s primary vaccination rate. 

“While boosters will help to reduce 
some of the COVID-19 impact by re- 
ducing hospitalization and death in 
those at the highest risk, boosters 
will not get us out of the pandemic,” 
he said. “Only increasing first and 
second doses will get us closer to 
ending the pandemic.” 

While the pandemic isn’t close to 
ending, vaccination has succeeded in 
easing the most impactful effects. In- 
cluded in Hoffman’s letter is a break- 
down on the numbers of county res- 
idents who have been hospitalized 
and who died from June to October. 

Those months are the most rele- 
vant because they represent the span 
of the latest COVID-19 surge, which 
has been driven by the more power- 
ful delta variant of the virus. 

During the timespan, 180 unvac- 
cinated residents and 44 vaccinated 
residents were hospitalized. Thir- 
ty-eight unvaccinated residents and 
13 vaccinated residents died. 


The latest surge is tapering, with 
case rates dropping, which Hoffman 
described as “needed news for our 
community.” 

But he added, “The case rates 
today remain high, however, near 
where they were during the peaks 
of the previous surges in winter and 
spring.” 

The county’s current case rate 
falls under a “high transmission” 
federal category and_hospitaliza- 
tions “remain higher than they were 
during the peaks of previous winter 
and spring surges despite the declin- 
ing case rates,” Hoffman said. 

He expects hospitalizations and 
deaths will begin to decline in the 
next two to four weeks, aligning with 
the case rate decline. 

The peak of the surge saw more 
than 500 cases per week. Last week 
saw confirmation of 164 more cases. 
There were 10 hospitalizations and 
three deaths. 

The delta strain has eclipsed all 
other variants, leading some experts 
to believe the virus is at an evolution- 
ary peak. But delta is continuing to 
evolve. 

A new and possibly more trans- 
missible and vaccine-resistant 
version of it, dubbed delta plus, ac- 
counted for six percent of sequenced 
COVID-19 cases in the UK as of last 
week and news reports described it 
as being on the upswing. 


The story behind the JCLT barn mural 


The Jacoby Creek Valley 
then... 


couple of weeks ago 
I mentioned a won- 
erful mural that 


was revealed following a 
clean-up day at the Jacoby 
Creek Land Trust (JCLT) 
Barn. Last week I met the 
mural’s creator, 
Maureen Mc- 
Garry, to learn 
more about it. 

In the sum- 
mer of 2010, 
the JCLT did 
work to rein- 
force their barn, 
which was part 
of the former 
Freitas Dairy 
(and still bears an old sign 
saying so). This work in- 
cluded an inner plywood 
wall along two sides, creat- 
ing a 60-foot long L-shaped 
palette. JCLT’s then Direc- 
tor, Susan Ornelas, put out 
a call for artists and Mau- 
reen volunteered to create 
a mural. 

Maureen had come to 
Humboldt from LA in 1975 
to go to HSU, and graduat- 
ed with a BA, masters and 
teaching credential, all in 
art. During those years she 
participated in a number 
of group mural projects, 
including the block long 
garden scene on Wildber- 
ries Market’s 12th street 
retaining wall, which was 
completed over three sum- 
mers as part of an “Art in 
the Afternoon” program for 
teens. 

Maureen’s design for the 
JCLT mural shows a view 
of the Jacoby Creek valley 
before white settlement. 
The long wall, which fac- 
es generally east to west,

starts at the upper narrows 
and follows Jacoby Creek 
and its feeders as they 
make their way through 
wetlands to Humboldt Bay, 
which is seen on the short 
north-south facing wall 
(if you took the wall away, 
you would be looking at ex- 
actly the direction 
that is reflected in 
the painting). It 
is a scene of pris- 
tine lands and a 
look back to what 
our valley was like 


before railroads, 
logging, farming, 
dikes, and settle- 


ment. And it is still 
in perfect condi- 
tion! 

Maureen recruited art- 
ists age 50+ to participate 
in painting. It became the 
first project of a new se- 
nior art program at The Ink 
People called “Art for the 
Young at Heart,”’which is 
still active. 

While working on the 
mural, Maureen was struck 
by the beauty of the valley. 
She had an _ opportunity 
to move shortly thereaf- 
ter and has called Bayside 
home ever since. 

Several years ago, Mau- 
reen’s skills were turned 
a new direction when she 
began volunteering at bor- 
der shelters in Tijuana, 
teaching art to children. 
This led her to create the 
Migrant Assistance in Baja 
Fund at the Humboldt Area 
Foundation, to raise funds 
to help shelter migrants, 
nearly all of whom are 
women and children, with 
basic supplies like food and 
toiletries.

Food waste problem solved 


rapped at home last year, I did even more cooking 
than usual, and every day, I got progressively more 


annoyed at the amount of food waste I threw away. 

I tried a compost pile, but the rats got in; I knew 

I needed to buy a fancy rat-proof barrel — I heard the 

City of Arcata gives them away — but frankly, life is busy 

enough without worrying about compost. I feel like I live 
half my life at Wes Green’s as it is! 

My dreams of not feeling guilty and not doing extra 
work came true last year when my father bought me a 
fantastic gift, the gift of Someone Else Does The Work. 

Full Cycle Compost is a worker owned business that 
sends strapping young men weekly to take away your 
kitchen scraps. Using bicycles equipped with trailers, 
they provide a weekly curbside food scraps pick-up and 
compost service. 

Tobin McKee, owner/founder, re- 
minds us all of how many problems 
our avocado skins are causing. 

"Currently our garbage is trucked 
to a landfill in Medford, Oregon. Ac- 
cording to the Humboldt Waste Man- 
iy «= agement Authority, over a third of all 
the county’s landfill waste going is 
food or food-related,” McKee stated 
“As it decomposes in landfills, food 
waste produces methane, a green- 
house gas 25 times more potent than carbon dioxide. 
And trucking thousands of tons of food waste to landfills 
each year consumes fossil fuels and drives up disposal 
costs for everyone. Currently, County residents have very 
limited options for diverting their food waste. It can be 
especially hard for condo or apartment residents without 
access to a backyard composting set-up." 

According to Worker-Owner Julian Palmisano, this 
service is not just for those currently unable to do their 
own composting, it’s also for those that might want to 
ditch their backyard composter. 

“We provide a new customer with one or more com- 
post buckets, and for a monthly subscription, one of our 
riders will come each week to collect their compostables, 
"says Palmisano. “Our riders then drop off the food 
scraps at one of our composting sites.” 

Currently this cooperative is composting at Caudal 
Fin Farm at the Jacoby Creek Land Trust and at the Jar- 
din Santuario in downtown Arcata. 

My scraps are picked up weekly by a cheery fellow on 
a bike, worker-owner Rory Baker, 

“We serve single family and multifamily households, 
as well as small businesses,” says Baker. “Our climate 
here can make it hard for backyard composters to keep 
up with their piles, so our service may also be attractive 
to those who just don’t want the hassle of DIY compost- 
ing.” Like me!

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Decommissioning of 
old nuke plant complete 


PG&E 

EUREKA — With decommissioning activities now 
complete, Pacific Gas and Electric Company (PG&E) 
filed a request today with the Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission (NRC) to terminate the power plant license, 
known as the 10 CFR Part 50 license, for Humboldt Bay 
Power Plant (HBPP), Unit 3. This represents a major 
milestone for PG&E and community members in the 
Humboldt area. 

PG&E began actively decommissioning the former 
nuclear plant in June 2009. In 2018, the NRC approved 
PG&E’s request for a partial release of approximately 30 
acres, known as the Fisherman’s Channel, from the li- 
cense. The current filing requests the NRC to release — 
for other uses - the remaining area covered by the HBPP 
license. 

As part of the intensive decommissioning project, the 
HBPP site has been remediated to levels meeting an ex- 
tensive set of standards and release criteria for a post-in- 
dustrial, “residential farming” use. The “resident farmer” 
scenario is the most restrictive level for remediation in 
NRC guidance for decommissioning former nuclear re- 
actor sites. 

PG&E does not have plans beyond industrial use for 
the site, as the Humboldt Bay (HB) Independent Spent 
Fuel Storage Installation (ISFSI) and the Humboldt Bay 
Generating Station (HBGS) are located within the for- 
mer HBPP site boundary. 

“The PG&E team dedicated countless hours to this 
safe and successful decommissioning. We appreciate the 
decades-long partnership with the Humboldt commu- 
nity, and especially the contribution of the HBPP Com- 
munity Advisory Board. We are all enormously proud to 
reach this milestone,” said Jim Welsch, senior vice pres- 
ident, generation and chief nuclear officer. 

“From quarterly information meetings, to always be- 
ing available for questions, plus the significant boost to 
our economy, this decommissioning has been a really 
positive experience from my perspective,” said County 
Supervisor Rex Bohn, whose district encompasses the 
project site. 

Humboldt Bay Power Plant (HBPP) Unit 3 was a 
63-Megawatt electric Boiling Water Reactor, which op- 
erated from 1963 to 1976 just south of Eureka. It was 
permanently defueled in 1984. PG&E began actively de- 
commissioning Unit 3 in June 2009.

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CSU helping students 
avoid rental scams

HUMBOLDT -— Since 
2018, Humboldt State 
Information Technology 
Services has worked with 
Housing & Residence Life 
and other California State 
University campuses to 
identify fake rental listings 
and help students, facul- 
ty, staff, and alumni avoid 
housing scams. 

The CSU-wide database 
of rental scams recently 
reached 1,000 entries, ex- 
panding protections for 
communities. Teams at the 
CSUs identify scammers 
by template emails, reused 
terms, and other indica- 
tors, and they build filters 
to catch messages as they 
come in. 

Locally, email accounts 
known as fake rentals 
attracted up to a dozen 
responses per address. 
Non-local addresses gen- 
erally attracted one inter- 
ested tenant. These email 
accounts are associated 
with fake rental listings on 
a variety of websites and 
services including Craig- 
slist, Facebook Market- 
place, apartments.com, 
Zumper, and others. Ste- 
phen St. Onge, Associate 
Vice President for Student 
Success, suggests contact- 
ing staff for help. “Our 
Off-Campus Housing Co- 
ordinator, Chant’e Catt, is 
the best resource for stu- 
dents and her listings are 
vetted and up to date.” 

Information Technol- 
ogy Services quarantines 
emails from the fake “land- 
lords,” or removes them 
after  detection/delivery 
and notifies recipients. 
Outgoing emails to known 
fake accounts are redirect- 
ed to HSU’s spam account 
instead of being delivered. 

Rental and_ housing 
scams cost victims in the 
U.S. more than $213 mil- 
lion according to the FBI, 
of which fake rentals are 
expected to be a sizable 


portion. Because not ev- 
ery scam victim files a 
complaint with the FBI, 
though, the actual damage 
is likely much larger. HSU 
Housing and Information 
Security continue to work 
to expand the database of 
housing scams and protect 
campus communities. 

“As we know, it can be 
difficult for students, staff, 
and faculty to find hous- 
ing in the area, and rental 
scams prey on people des- 
perate for housing,” says 
Catt. “Identifying and pro- 
tecting people from fake 
rentals is one of the many 
ways HSU works to secure 
safe, affordable housing 
for the campus communi-

A rental is more than 
likely fake/fraudulent if 
one or more of the follow- 
ing statements are true: 

¢ they don’t want to/al- 
legedly can’t meet you in 
person 

* they want you to move 
in immediately, without 
ever seeing the property 

¢ they ask for rent or 
a security deposit before 
signing a lease 

¢ the price is too good 

* the listing has typos, 
poor grammar, or exces- 
sive punctuation 

* there is no screening 
process

ARCATA -— The City of Arcata rec- 
ognizes the need for an off-leash pet 
area in Arcata and is currently re- 
searching options for a dog park. 

In the meantime, the city would 
like to remind dog walkers that Arca- 
ta has a leash law (Arcata Municipal 
Code Sections 10008 and 10615) that 
encompasses all public parks, includ- 
ing all trails in the Arcata Community 
Forest and the Arcata Marsh & Wild- 
life Sanctuary. 

Here are nine more reasons to 
keep your dong on a leash: 

¢ Leashing your dog keeps other 
animals safe by preventing your dog 
from chasing other dogs and deer, 
bears, bunnies, birds and other wild- 
life. 

¢ Walking your pet on a leash pre- 
vents the spread of disease. It is less 
likely that your dog will be exposed to 
Parvo or Distemper, as a leashed dog 
can be restrained from sniffing the 
droppings of other animals. 

¢ A leash is commonly referred to 
as “your pet’s lifeline” - because it 
protects your pet from traffic and un- 
restrained animals. 

* It is easier to pick up pet waste. 
Pet waste left on trails, sidewalks, 
streets and grassy areas gets flushed 
into the nearest waterway every time 
it rains and ends up in our creeks, 
bay and ocean. 

¢ An obedient and well behaved 
dog is a positive reflection of its 
owner. Accidents or animal bites are 
greatly reduced when responsible pet 
owners obey the leash law. 

¢ Leashes are a great identification 
tool, symbolizing that the dog has an 
owner. It enables someone who sees 
the leash and identification tag at- 
tached to the dog’s collar to find you 
if you and your pet should become 
separated. 

* It keeps your dog from jumping 
on people you encounter, ensuring 
that your dog has the chance of being 
properly introduced. 

¢ A number of equestrians utilize 
Arcata Community Forest trails. Un- 
leashed dogs run the risk of spooking 
horses and throwing riders, or being 
stomped and injured. 

¢ It is a good neighbor policy, pre- 
venting your dog from trespassing 
on a neighbor’s property during your 
walk.

Arcata sets up Safe Outdoor Events program

ARCATA — The City of Arcata has estab- 
lished the COVID-19 Safe Outdoor Events 
Program with funds received from the Coro- 
navirus Aid, Relief, and Economic Security 
(CARES) Act to support outdoor events in 
the community. 

Throughout the COVID-19 pandemic, 
many of Arcata’s favorite local events have 
been cancelled, negatively impacting local 
event organizers, venues, nonprofits, musi- 
cians, makers, performers and artists who 
rely on community events for fundraising 
and income. 

Understanding the need to offer support 
to those impacted by the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic, the City received $114, 380 in CARES Act 
funds to provide staff and resources to facili- 
tate safe outdoor events including plays, fes- 
tivals, music, fairs, performance art, dance, 
art markets, outdoor recreation and other 
community events. Funds received may also 


cover City permit fees depending on the ven- 
ue and event requirements. 

The City has contracted with Arcata’s 
local arts agency, Playhouse Arts, to imple- 
ment the program, and the contract with 
Playhouse Arts will last for two years or un- 
til the funds have been exhausted. 

Of the new program, Community Devel- 
opment Deputy Director Jennifer Dart said, 
“There are so many wonderful and unique 
events that Arcata is known for. The Kinetic 
Sculpture Race, Oysterfest, the Fairy Festi- 
val, the North Country Fair and the Fourth 
of July Jubilee are just a handful of events 
we all miss. 

COVID safety concerns have impact- 
ed the ability to have many of our beloved 
events, and this grant will help events both 
large and small be held in a safe manner to 
not just bring the community together to 
celebrate again, but to offer some relief to 
those who have lost income due to the pan- 


demic.” 

To date, the program has already offered 
support to Arcata Main Street’s Sunday Art 
Markets, the 2021 Samba Parade, the Sanc- 
tuary’s Puppet Slam, CUNA’s Carlson Park 
adoption celebration, and the finale of Ar- 
cata Playhouse’s Migrations performance. 

Upcoming festivities receiving support 
include Arcata Main Street’s Halloween 
event on the Plaza, Centro del Pueblo’s Dia 
de los Muertos community activities, and 
Six Rivers Montessori School’s Fall Festival 
in Valley West.

Otter project raises $300K to support otters, interns 


HuMBOLDT STATE UNIVERSITY 

HUMBOLDT - North Coast Otters Public 
Arts Initiative, which featured 108 life-sized 
sculptures of otters painted by local artists, 
raised more than $300,000 in grants, spon- 
sorships, and generous donations. 

Final proceeds will support otter research 
and student internships at Humboldt State 
University. 

The initiative included a community 
“treasure hunt” to find sculptures that were 
displayed in Humboldt, Del Norte, Men- 
docino, Trinity, and Siskiyou counties this 
summer. The goal was to celebrate life, wa- 
ter, and otters; support local businesses; 
and raise funds for HSU student projects. 

“Hundreds of people, including grand- 
kids with grandparents, families, couples 
and, well, everyone, seemed to fall in love 
with these otters,” says project lead, Jeff 
Black, a Wildlife professor at HSU. “The 
merger of art and science was an absolute 
joy throughout the North Coast.” 

The last hurrah this September included 
an in-person showing of the Otter Art sculp- 
tures at the HSU Aquatic Center in Eureka, 
followed by a “silent auction,” in an online 
auction which together pulled in $180,000. 
Participating artists were offered 10% of the 
auction price of the otter they painted or dec- 
orated.

WALK TO END ALZHEIMER’S 

HUMBOLDT - More than 275 residents 
participated in this year’s 6th annual Hum- 
boldt County Walk to End Alzheimer’s.
